Disarmament 


The ieatntlon extended by beadeds Harding to Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan ‘to join with the United States in a conference to discuss 
and consider ways and means of bringing about world disarmament was 

v hailed with joy by people of all nations. The whole world is weary .of 
war—even Germany ha had all the war she wants for a long, long time. 
Although the bir a invitation to this conference on disarmament came 
from the United States, there is hardly any question but that British! influ- 
ence played a:large part in it. It is even open to question whether the 
initiative in the matter did not come from Britain, where, howeger, it was 
realized that the extending of such an invitation b¥ the United States would 
not be viewed with the same suspicion by other European pow ers_as would 
be the case if Great Britain made it. nies 

‘Such a conference as has been proposed can hardly fail to be productive 
of'much good, even though it may ‘fall far-short of actually achieving world 

_ disarmament. The illenium has not yet come, and it is. too much to hope 
that all nations are ready to abandon all w: ardike forms of national defence. 
During the Great War it was a frequently voiced expression: “ This i is 2 war 
to end war.” But conditions still prevailing in Europe and Agia seen’ to 
preclude the immediate possibility of disbanding all armies. 

France, the victim of German invasion twice within the memory of many 
men still living, is far from béing convinced that the day. for maintaining 
an army of defence is passed. Russia ‘is commonly credited with now possess- 

‘ing the largest army in the world, and under the present Bolshevik regime 
cannot be depended upon for one moment. Should all other fations dis- 
arm, dictators of the Lenine and. Trotsky typ¢ might seize the opportunity 
to ride roughshod over Europe. Poland, rejoicing in its itew-found’ free- 

-dom, with Bolshevist Russia on the one hand, and:a resentful. 4sermany on 


the other hand, is hardly likely to be willing to rely solely on Russian and] 


German promises of good behavior. Aid is the world” willing to -trust

But-if complete disarmament i is not yet pbisitie: it ought at leant to be 
possible to bring: about a tremendous reduction in armaments and a conse- 
quent lessening of the probabilities of war, and its horrors should it unfor- 
tunately not be entirely avoided. With the ignoble surrender of the Ger- 
man navy, and its subsequent destruction, the greatest menate to the liber- 
ties of the world was removed. If the remaining naval: powers—Great Bri- 
* tain, United States, Japan, France and Italy—can agree.to put an end to the 
ercation of larger and more powerful navies, smash up their submarines and 
put a ban on their further construction, a great adyance step will have been 
taken, and an enormous reduction effected in the burden of taxation imposed 

on the seople of these countries.

This led to fierce scrambles, the poor 
starving wretches falling overone an- 
other in the strtiggle for a piece of 
bread or sugar. 

The Bolsheviki heard. about the 
film.and sent agents @broad to claim 
it, but the American captain declared 
that his ship was under the protection 
of the Stars and Stripes, and threaten- 
‘ed to shoot any Bolshevist who tried 
to issue orders onboard, So the 
film’ was saved. The Bolsheviki even 
offered in the end to buy it, but the 
offer was not accepted. _
